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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To provide a method for processing an external event 
through a 1st 

thread by adjusting the stop of additional thread of plural thread 
applications . 

CONSTITUTION: In response to the detection of the external event, 
the 1st 

sled transmits the event of stop for stopping that execution to the 
other 

additional thread of the application. Each thread does not hold 
severe 

resources. Therefore, when it is judged that it is safe to stop, 
each thread 

stops . The 1st sled is restarted before the stop of the final 
thread, and it 
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is possible to perform an important operation freely without being 
interferred 

from the other additional threads. When the stop is an interruptive 
type, the 

interrupted execution of the other additional thread is restarted as 
soon as 

the important operation is completed, and the application recovers 

its ordinary 

operation, 
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
